ETTING hats ready for vacation 
days is always a deep question. 
Smart hats for week end or short 


trips are made of ribbon in all 
, as they can be fold- 
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wide and twenty-two inches long for 2 
debutante or twenty-four inches long 
for a matron. Slope this strip up a 
/Mttle in the back, and make a lap 
of one inch. If .you are making 2 
small hat pin your sections for the 
crown together on the center seam, 
just so it slips over the twenty-two 
and oné-half inch eae band. 


Baste this t together and sew on ma- 
chine gs before, trim edges, and care- 
fully press seams. If you are making 
a large hat, fit your crown in the same 
way over a larger band, and sew this 
finished crown on band. A matron’s 
hat measures seventeen inches from 
front to back—one for a bobbed head 
fifteen and one-haif to’sixteen inches. 
Wire the band on bottom with frame 
wire, bind with narrow tape, and cover 
with a three inch piece of Canton flan- 
nel pulled smoothly and lapped at 
back., This makes a soft finish for 
the ribbon cover. 

On this sort of turban frame start 
at the back with- your ribbon, bring 
around left to the right to a point just 
back of the ear, and make a double 
box plait two inches wide, each side 
plait being one inch deep. Pin. this 
firmly in head size. allowing one inch 
of ribbon to turn in to take the 
place of an extra facing. Continue 
around hat, holding ribbon so it fits 
peo too tight nor with too much

In the back turn the ribbon down 
double. on Side to where tack is put in, 
and about one and one-half inches in 
a front.

Have trim at right 
side. Take a piece of ribbon thirteen 
and one-half inches long, and double 
it. Make another loop one inch shorter. 
Lap one on top of the other, and have | 
two ends each nine inches long. 
small piece to tie across boy where it 
is sewed on hat. 

Cut the ends on. each, side up. four 
inches. Fringe this out. If ends look 
snarled after fringing hold over a ket- 
tle and steam for a few minutes.

Hartford, Conn., May 9.—[Special.}— |
